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Charity ‘sorry’ to axe 
its Dial-A-Ride scheme

A CHARITY has been forced 
to stop a vital transport ser¬ 
vice for elderly and disabled 
people from tomorrow 
because it can’t afford to keep 
it running. 

The free South Beds Dial-A- 
Ride scheme allows its 800 
members to book transport to 
day centres, therapy centres 
and medical appointments, 
carrying out up to 22,000 jour¬ 
neys per year. 

But after Luton Borough 
Council decided to cut its 
funding it was announced on 
Thursday that the service 
would be ending in the town. 

Member Doreen Day said the 
news has left her feeling 
‘frightened’, but added she 
doesn’t blame the charity for 
making the decision. 

She said: “After I had a heart 
attack in March, I relied on 
Dial-A-Ride to help give me 
the confidence to go out. 

“The service makes me feel 
safe and has been reliable. 

“I fear that those who can’t 
get around easily will become 
housebound and not see a 
friendly face from one week to 
the next, which is no way to 
live.” 

Demand for the Dial-A-Ride 
scheme has increased in the 
town over the last two years, 
meaning it is costing more to 
run. 

It currently costs £160,000 a 
year to provide, but it only 


receives a grant of £130,000 
from the council. And earlier 
this year the authority decided 
to reduce its funding by 37 per 
cent from April 2014. 

As a result, Dial-A-Ride co¬ 
ordinator, Dave Barratt, asked 
members if they would be 
willing to pay for the service 
with more than 90 per cent 
saying they would. 

But he claims this proposal 
was turned down by the coun¬ 
cil because it was half way 
through its contract. 

He said: “There has been an 
increase in demand for the 
service and we never like to 
say no, so we have been mak¬ 
ing more journeys than we 
would have done before. 

“I feel very sorry we have had 
to take this decision after 
serving Luton for more than 
25 years and this will inevita¬ 
bly be a great disappoint¬ 
ment.” 

However, council leader, 
Hazel Simmons, has branded 
the charity ‘irresponsible’ for 
withdrawing the service at 
such short notice. 

She said: “This decision 
affects the most vulnerable 
people in the town. 

“The council officers have 
not received a proposal to 
charge the members of the 
service.” 

Charity Luton Shopmobility 
will be offering a replacement 
service on an interim basis, 
which will start tomorrow.

Victims could 
video cops to 
report crime 

ONLINE video messaging 
could be the future of 
policing after the Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
proposed closing a num¬ 
ber of the county’s sta¬ 
tions. 

PCC Oily Martins has 
launched a survey asking 
residents about the ways 
in which they access police 
services and although no 
formal plans have been 
made, this may mean the 
closure of a number of the 
county’s 10 stations to save 
£3million a year. 

According to Mr Martins, 
rural locations such as 
Riseley and Houghton 
Regis would be most at 
risk and cops could be 
accessed through other 
buildings such as shops, 
libraries and council offic¬ 
es. 

Mr Martins said: “The 
first thing I wanted to do 
was test the public mood 
and see how open people 
are to the idea and in what 
ways they access the 
police service. 

“For a while we have had 
to have the ‘make do and 
mend’ attitude towards 
the condition of our build¬ 
ings. It’s just an idea but 
we would presumably 
have a Skype address for 
the force control room or 
there might be scope for 
having it more locally 
based. We are also looking 
at the moment at how we 
use IT going forward.”

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MP: Locals can beat 
pay day loan lenders 



Gavin Shuker said communities could put up a challenge to pay day firms

AN MP has called on the com¬ 
munity and local organisa¬ 
tions to join forces to provide 
an ‘alternative to the quick fix 
offer made by pay day lenders'. 

Gavin Shuker, MP for Luton 
South, said the rise in pay day 
lenders in the town was ‘a seri¬ 
ous threat to vulnerable peo¬ 
ple’. 

His comments come as Luton 
Citizen Advice Bureau (CAB) 
reported that it has seen a rise 
in people going in with debts 
caused by pay day loans, most 
of which are offered at interest 
rates of more than 1,000 per 
cent. 

A spokeswoman for the CAB 
said: “People are not coming in 
with just one loan. They are 
coming in with two or three 
because they used one to pay 
off the other so then it spirals 
out of control.” 

In recent weeks the Labour 
party has called for tougher reg¬ 
ulation of the short-term loan 
industry and urged for more to 
be done to promote the services 
of credit unions. 

Some local authorities have 
banned internet access to pay¬ 
day lenders through public 
computers. Luton council does 
not currently have such a policy 
but said it ‘may consider this in 


the future’. 

Mr Shuker said: “As a Labour 
and Co-op MP, I value the real 
benefits of a community owned 
credit union. 

“The rise in pay day lenders in 
the town is a serious threat to 
vulnerable people who find 
themselves caught in that 
vicious financial cycle. 

“The Government has failed 
to take action on pay day loans 
and with the drastic increase in 


the cost of living, it is inevitable 
that people fall to the predatory 
trap set by lenders. 

“The Labour party has pledged 
to give power to councils to stop 
these pay day lenders moving 
into high streets. However, in 
order to build successful credit 
unions, we need local organisa¬ 
tions and communities to come 
together to provide an alterna¬ 
tive to the quick fix offer made 
by pay day lenders.” 


Cop is cleared of 
raping a woman 
he had arrested 

AN EX-POLICEMAN who admitted hav¬ 
ing oral sex with a vulnerable woman he 
had arrested has been cleared by a jury 
of rape and sexual assault. 

Adesoji Afolabi, 30, of Charlwood Road, 
Luton, who was alleged to have commit¬ 
ted the offences while still a member of 
Hertfordshire Constabulary, was found 
not guilty of rape and assault by pene¬ 
tration at Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Tuesday. 

During the trial Mr Afolabi admitted 
the woman had performed oral sex on 
him at the Harlow home of her father - 
but claimed it had been at her instiga¬ 
tion. 

His mother wept uncontrollably as the 
jury announced their verdict and Judge 
David Turner told her son he was free to 
leave. 

The court had been told that Mr Afolabi 
had arrested the 22-year-old woman 
outside her mother’s house in South 
Mimms in July last year after she had 
caused damage to the property. 

He had taken her to Hatfield Police 
Station, where he was said to have kept 
her under observation before volunteer¬ 
ing to take her to her father’s house the 
following day. 

He had then texted her before return¬ 
ing to the house the next day, which is 
when the prosecution alleged the 
offences took place. 

Prosecutor Andrew Jackson had 
described the alleged victim as ‘an alco¬ 
holic and mentally vulnerable’ person 
who had been diagnosed with ‘border¬ 
line personality disorder and bulimia 
nervosa’. She claimed he had raped and 
sexually assaulted her but he main¬ 
tained that she had instigated it. 

Giving evidence, he said she had asked 
him to have sex with her but claimed he 
had replied by saying he did not have 
any condoms.

A man has been arrested in 
connection with the incident. 

MAN FOUND IN PARK IS NAMED 

THE man who died on a recrea¬ 
tion ground near Stockingstone 
Road in Luton has been 
named. 

Paul Fittes, of Pinemead in 
Shefford, is believed to have 


died from a deep laceration to 
the neck on Tuesday, July 30.

Petition is started to 
stop ‘noisy’ weddings

A RESIDENT has gathered more than 
500 signatures asking for a wedding 
venue to have its licence reviewed 
following complaints regarding 
noise and parking. 

Ghulam Javed, from Leagrave Road, 
said he wants the permit given by 
Luton council to Venue Central to be 
looked at again because it is ‘too 
small’ to hold big functions. 

In a letter written to the council, Mr 
Javed has alleged that since the hall, 
in Leagrave Road, was granted a 
licence in December 2011, life for resi¬ 
dents has been made ‘hell’ because of 
revellers letting off fireworks in the 
streets and drumming by wedding 
processions. 

He also claims residents have been 
unable to park their cars during the 
weekends because their spaces are 
being taken by people attending wed¬ 
dings at the venue. 

Mr Javed said: “This licence should 
be reviewed as a matter of urgency as 
there is excessive noise, outdoor 
drums, music, fireworks, vehicle pro¬ 
cessions with sounding horns caus¬ 
ing traffic chaos and vehicle racing.” 

He added: “It’s up to the council 
what they are going to do but we don’t 
want the fireworks or the drums’. 

His claims have been disputed by 
MKI Halls Ltd, the company which 
owns Venue Central. 

In a letter to the council regarding 
Mr Javed’s claims, the company’s sec¬ 
retary, Mohinur Miah, said it was

‘astounded’ by his claims and did not 
‘understand why Mr Javed had come 
up with all these claims and why he 
seems to have a personal vendetta 
against us’. 

It also submitted its own petition 
and claimed Mr Javed had misled 
some of his signatories as to what 
they were signing up to. 


The firm said that although it had its 
own parking attendants, it ‘did not 
have the authority or the resources to 
police the parking of all our custom¬ 
ers and feel any instances of unlawful 
parking need to be dealt with by the 
council and/or the police’. 

It added that its customers had been 
told that any drumming or use of fire¬ 
works would be only be permitted on 
its premises. 

Councillors are due to meet on 
Wednesday to discuss the issue. 



Businessman pleads guilty to fraud 


A ROGUE trader from Luton has been 
prosecuted by Central Bedfordshire 
Council’s Trading Standards team for 
fraud. 

Luton Magistrates’ Court was told on 
Thursday, August 1 that Peter Dennis 
English, 39, of Chesford Road, Luton, 
was paid £15,312 up front in March 
2011 by a couple in Eaton Bray for a 
kitchen which he didn’t order or install. 

Following ongoing delays, the coun¬ 


cil’s Trading Standards team was 
called in during August 2012. 

English, who was trading as PDE 
Kitchens as the time, pleaded guilty to 
the offence and was sentenced to six 
weeks in prison, which was suspended 
for 12 months, and was ordered to pay 
costs of £3,047. 

He was also ordered to observe a cur¬ 
few between 7pm and 7am, having to 
wear an electronic tag for the period. 


Cllr Ian Dalgarno said: “Rogue traders 
and other door step criminals should 
know by now that if they try to ply their 
trade in Central Bedfordshire they will 
be investigated and brought to account 
by our officers. 

“The conviction of this individual 
should act as a clear warning - we’re 
striving to ensure Central Bedfordshire 
is a great place to live and this sort of 
behaviour will not be tolerated.”

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Visitor centre is 
to close for good

LUTON Borough Council has announced 
that the Visitor Information Centre (VIC) in 
St George’s Square will shut its doors in 12 
weeks time after 20 years of service. 

The VIC, which is housed inside Luton 
Central Library, is currently run by the chari¬ 
ty Luton Culture and provides details on 
events and attractions and travel informa¬ 
tion, as well acting as an agent for coach com¬ 
panies. 

According to the council, there has been a 
significant drop in the number of enquiries 
handled by the centre as more information is 
available online and from other sources. 

It claims visitor numbers fell by more than 
12,000 in 2012/2013 when compared to the 
previous year. However staff say that the cen¬ 
tre still receives more than 8,000 visits per 
month and demand for the service is there. 

Seven members of staff, including two part- 
time workers, are currently employed at the 
facility. 

The closure is expected to affect other local 
businesses, including a number of coach 
companies the centre promotes day trips and 
excursions for. 

Steve Morley of Three Star Coaches, who

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only learnt about the closure on Thursday 
afternoon, said: “There is no doubt that the 
closure will affect our business. 

“We had no idea that this was a possibility 
and it has come as a huge shock to us. 

“We have lots of customers who will book 
trips through the centre and a number of 
elderly clients who contact us via the staff at 
the VIC to arrange for us to pick them up. 

A spokesperson for the council said: “Staff at 
the Visitor Information Centre have been 
cheerfully helping people for over 20 years. 

“But sadly, the drop in enquiries means that 
with so much information available online 
and elsewhere it is difficult to justify the 
funding to keep the centre open, especially 
with the need to focus funding on maintain¬ 
ing essential services, such as protecting vul¬ 
nerable children and older people. 

“The five staff at the VIC are employees of 
Luton Cultural Trust and the trust will be 
making every effort to help them find alterna¬ 
tive posts within the organisation where it is 
possible.” 

Some transport information and tourism 
brochures will be available from the Town 
Hall from December onwards.

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Monty is fined for 
‘drunk behaviour’

LUTON-BORN cricketer 
Monty Panesar has been 
fined by police for reported¬ 
ly urinating on bouncers 
after being asked to leave a 
seaside nightclub. 

The spin bowler, who was 
part of the England Ashes 
squad this week, now faces 
an investigation by his 
employer, Sussex County 
Cricket Club. 

According to various 
reports, Mr Panesar was 
shown the door at Shooshh 
club in Brighton, East Sussex, 
on Monday, after some 
women clubbers complained 
of being hassled. 

It has been claimed that the 
31-year-old then urinated 
from the promenade above 
the venue on to doormen 
standing below. 

Witnesses at the scene said 
he ran to a pizza shop shout¬ 
ing ‘help! help!’ before being 
caught by bouncers and 
taken back to the club where 
police were called. 

He was then issued with a

fixed penalty notice by police 
for the public order offence of 
being drunk and disorderly. 

After the incident a spokes¬ 
man for Sussex Police said: “A 
31-year-old man received a 
fixed penalty notice for being 
drunk and disorderly after 
being seen urinating in pub¬ 
lic near the Shooshh club in 
King’s Road Arches, Brighton, 
around 4.13am on Monday, 
August 5.” 


Panesar was part of the 
14-man England squad that 
retained the Ashes at Old 
Trafford, Manchester, on 
Monday but he did not fea¬ 
ture. 

In a statement, Sussex 
County Cricket Club said: 
“Sussex County Cricket Club 
can confirm that an incident 
took place involving Monty 
Panesar in the early hours of 
Monday August 5. 

“The matter is under full 
investigation and the club 
will make no further com¬ 
ment at this stage.” 

A spokesman for the 
England and Wales Cricket 
Board (ECB) said the incident 
was a matter for Mr Panesar’s 
club and the ECB would not 
be commenting on it. 

Simon Hoole, general man¬ 
ager of the Shooshh night¬ 
club, said: “Unfortunately 
we can only confirm that 
there was an incident at that 
time.” 

He said the club would 
not make any further state¬ 
ment because it valued its 
customers and their need for 
privacy.

Too many horses die 

SIR-Animal Aid’s online data¬ 
base of horse deaths on British 
racecourses (www.horsedeath- 
watch.com) reached a dark 
milestone in luly when we 
recorded the 1,000th 
fatality since its launch in 
March 2007. 

A seven-year-old bay gelding, 
called Hired Hand, became the 
1,000th horse to lose his life. He 
started his career in Ireland and 
in late 2012 he was brought to 
Britain to race. 

A horse of ‘moderate’ ability, 
Hired Hand was never going to 
rise to the top. Instead, he was 
raced on minor racecourses in 
the hope of picking up small 
amounts of prize money. 

The last day of his life was fuly 
23, 2013 at Bangor-On-Dee. 

Running in a handicap hurdle 
race with seven other horses, 
Hired Hand appeared to stum¬ 
ble and, in racing terms, ‘broke 
down badly’. 

His injuries were so severe that 
he was destroyed at the course. 

It was the last race of the 
evening and most race-goers 
would have left the Clwyd 
course unaware of his fate. 

His corpse was carted off to a

Catholic church 
should apologise 


I F the Catholic Church 
was any secular organisa¬ 
tion there would be 
moves to close it down. 
For several years now this 
newspaper, and generally 
this reporter, has been telling 
the horror story of what was 
once St Francis Boys Home in 
Shefford. 

It was a home mainly for 
orphans or children whose 
parents could no longer care 
for them. These boys suffered 
both physical and sexual 
abuse at the home from the 
priests who ran it. And maybe 
not just the priests, as others 
are suspected of taking 
advantage of the children. 

There is evidence that 
Jimmy Savile was a frequent 
visitor, and maybe others too. 

Two former boys have won 
substantial damages from 
the church and now many 
other former residents are 
taking out a class action 
against St Francis Society and 
the Northampton Diocese. 

Despite numerous phone 
calls we have never received 
any meaningful statement 
from the church and now 
they don’t even bother to 
return our calls. 

And the former boys are still 
to hear an apology. 

For the Catholic Church, 
Shefford Boys Home is but 
the tip of the iceberg. 

This week we have read 


about a similar story in 
Scotland, concerning abuse 
at schools run by Catholics, 
and nearer home there are 
allegations of abuse at a for¬ 
mer borstal in Apethorpe, 
Northamptonshire. 

And the story is the same 
across the world. 

Yet all I get, and will no 
doubt get after this article, is 
a combination of abuse and 
plaintive cries of why do I 
keep picking on the church? 

Because systematically the 
Catholic Church has been 
abusing children and young 
people who were put into 
their care as a supposed lov¬ 
ing and principled organisa¬ 
tion. Yet generally it shows no 
shame and only annoyance 
at being found out. 

The church and the priests 
can only be grateful there is 
no God to wreak vengeance 
on such people. The least they 
could do is apologise. 

Why are we allowed to keep 
dangerous animals as pets? 


Like me, you must have 
been appalled at the story in 
Canada, where a 15-foot 
python killed two small chil¬ 
dren. 

Over here, the Government 
is planning to strengthen the 
punishment for owners of 
dangerous dogs who attack 
people. But why are people 
allowed to keep them at all? 

I do not see the point in hav¬ 
ing a 15-foot python as a pet. 
You can’t take it out for walks, 
or leave it with the kids. You 
have to feed it other live ani¬ 
mals, so cannot call yourself 
an animal lover. And anyone 
who wants to keep a danger¬ 
ous dog should be barred 
from keeping animals in 
principle, in the same way as 
I would not want to belong to 
any club that would accept 
me as a member. 

And of course punishing 
these people is too late for the 
victims. So the answer is not 
to increase the sentencing 
but to ban them from owning 
dangerous pets to start with.

Nursery is rated 
as ‘inadequate’

THE council has said it is 
‘developing an ambitious 
plan’ to make improvements 
at a nursery school after it 
was put under special meas¬ 
ures by Ofsted following a 
recent inspection. 

Rothesay Nursery, in 
Rothesay Road, was graded 
as ‘inadequate’ after inspec¬ 
tors found a number of issues 
during a visit in June. 

Previously it had been 
deemed as ‘satisfactory’ but 
inspectors said the ‘school’s 
effectiveness has declined’ 
and the headteacher and gov¬ 
ernors had not ‘taken the 
necessary action to reverse 
this decline by improving the 
quality of teaching and learn¬ 
ing’. 

They also noted that ‘a con¬ 
siderable amount of inappro¬ 
priate behaviour was 
observed, and it was not dealt 
with promptly enough by 
staff’ and said the manage¬ 
ment and teachers did not 


The report said children were unable to achieve because too much 
teaching required improvement or was inadequate 


have ‘a clear understanding 
of the nursery’s strengths 
and its main priorities for 
improvement’. 

Janet Brownjohn, the head¬ 
teacher, said she was ‘disap¬ 
pointed’ with the inspection 
and would be working with 
Luton council to improve the 
situation. 

A council spokeswoman 
said: “Since the inspection 


we have been developing an 
ambitious action plan with 
the school, which includes 
intensive monitoring, sup¬ 
port and practical advice by 
our experienced school 
improvement advisors, part¬ 
nering the nursery with an 
outstanding infant school 
and headteacher, as well as 
observing good practice in 
other schools.”

Low pay sees staff 
staying on campsite

AMBULANCE staff are sleep¬ 
ing in tents because their 
allowances are too low to 
afford basic accommoda¬ 
tion, a whistleblower has 
claimed. 

The private staff hired by 
the East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust, 
which serves the region, have 
been staying at a campsite 
near Huntingdon in 
Cambridgeshire. 

The trust uses private con¬ 


tractors to help cover for per¬ 
manent staff, but offers an 
allowance of only £35 per day 
for lodging. 

A whistleblower has said 
this is not enough to pay for a 
hotel room. 

Health minister Dr Dan 
Poulter said: “It’s something I 
find very difficult to accept 
(tents) as being good condi¬ 
tions in which to house staff 
who have patients’ lives in 
their hands. 

“This is clearly something 
the ambulance trust will 
want to look at immediately 


as they are responsible for 
assigning contracts. 

A spokesperson for the East 
of England Ambulance 
Trust said: “The quality of our 
service delivery is of 
upmost importance, so work¬ 
ing in partnership with us, 
private ambulance organisa¬ 
tions must undergo a thor¬ 
ough trust-accredited pro¬ 
cess and meet stringent crite¬ 
ria. 

“Those who are employed 
by the private ambulance 
services are qualified to rec¬ 
ognised NHS standards.” 
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Carer may be put 
in jail for neglect

A CARE home worker has 
been convicted of neglect 
after an elderly resident 
was left on the floor for 
an hour after he col¬ 
lapsed. 

Albert Riches, 86, who 
suffered from dementia 
and Alzheimer’s, was 
prone to falling after suf¬ 
fering mini strokes and 
having an operation for a 
broken leg. 

Jackie Ndoro, 38, was on 
trial at Luton Crown 
Court accused of neglect 
of a person who lacks of 
capacity at The Limes 
Home in Henlow on the 
night of June 22, 2011. 

Mr Richies, who has 
since died, collapsed and 
called for help, but was 
ignored by one of the 
home’s night shift work¬ 
ers who tapped his leg and 
then swept around his 
body. 

After he had been on the 
floor of the lounge for an 
hour fellow night shift 
worker Ndoro, of Bodmin 
Road, Luton, came into 


the room and fetched a 
wheelchair. 

The two care workers 
pulled him up by the 
scruff of the neck and 
‘dumped him on a wheel¬ 
chair’, the court was told. 

Prosecutor Isabel 
Delamare said the elderly 
man was heard to say: “I 
am sorry.” 

She said the two workers 
should have used a hoist 
to lift Mr Riches into the 
chair, but it was in anoth¬ 
er room and they could 
not be bothered to fetch it. 

The jury was told the 
police are hunting for 
the care worker who 
swept around Mr Riches 
because she did not 
answer bail. 

Judge Barbara Mensah 
bailed Ndoro, who was of 
previous good character, 
for probation to prepare a 
pre-sentence report. 

She said the case was ‘a 
very serious matter’ and 
added: “The case of 
neglect is so serious I have 
in mind a custodial sen¬ 
tence.” 

Ndoro is due to be sen¬ 
tenced on September 6.

BOOK REVIEW 

Hogg and other stories and poems 

Written by Judy Riley 


ANYONE can become a published 
author these days. Not that every¬ 
one should. 

But, with the advancements in 
Desktop publishing programmes 
and with the willingness of Amazon 
to happily accept the money of 
every Tom, Dick and Harriet to flog 
self-published titles, it’s as easy as 
ABC to get your creative genius out 
to a world that is wider than a close 
circle of family and friends. 

Of course, it may be only loyal 
aunties and best mates who actu¬ 
ally buy the stuff even then but 
there have been notable successes 
and at least it gives writers the hope 
of something more than an ava¬ 
lanche of rejection letters to dream 
of. 

Clive Gresswell, pictured, is a 
writer who has launched his first 
self-published book in this way. For 
many years he was a successful 
reporter working for the Luton on 
Sunday and since he left the com¬ 
pany a couple of years ago, Clive 
has employed his skill with words 
writing short stories and poems. 

Most writers prefer to keep them¬ 
selves at arm’s length from their 
plots and characters. Clive takes 
the opposite view. He is very pre¬ 
sent in more than one short story in 
this collection. 

There is one that features leading 
characters called Action and 
DistrAction and DissatisfAction, 
there are Other People, a pair of 
conjoined twins called Leftie and 


Rightie and an awful lot of red her¬ 
rings. I’d give you the title but it 
doesn’t appear to have one. While it 
rather meanders off course as a 
story it is nevertheless engaging in 
its randomness. 

In Fragments of Frank, Clive re¬ 
examines the unsettling world of 


mental illness. Nothing is what it 
seems and life inside the head of a 
sufferer is as claustrophobic and as 
scary as the physical place in which 
he is confined. 

It’s a compellingly good read but 
like much of what he writes, there is 
no satisfyingly neat ending. 


Clive abandons all the rules and 
regulations when it comes to poet¬ 
ry. It’s like embarking on a James 
Joyce novel or dipping into the 
world of E.E. Cummings; no full 
stops, commas, capital letters or 
even stanzas. But the words are 
powerful.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

JOHN Still says that he is not bothered by 
the favourites tag which has once again 
been attached to Luton Town. 

The Hatters are once again the top run¬ 
ners for promotion to the Football League 
according to many of the bookies, but 
since this is their fifth season in the top 
flight of non-league football supporters 
know that being tipped for success does 
not mean a thing.

JOHN Still joked after last Saturday's 7-0 
thrashing of Arsenal's flimsy XI that despite 
exciting pre-season performances they 
would “probably get beaten” in this opening 
Skrill Premier clash against Southport. The 
accuracy of his tongue-in-cheek comment 
will certainly give him no pleasure, however. 

lamie Milligan’s deflected 23rd minute free- 
kick set up a 1-0 victory, aided in large part by 
Steve McNulty’s second-half sending off, 
which was vengeance for the hosts after their 
final day 3-1 defeat to the Hatters last season. 

Southport’s stars were certainly aligned in 
this win but in truth they were good value, 
leaving Still and his Luton side frustrated. 

In anticipation for their season opener 
against Alan Wright’s newly inherited side, 
the message from Still was one of caution. 

A 4-4-1-1 starting formation with new boy 
Mark Cullen, making his first competitive 
start for the Hatters, preferred to last season’s 
20-goal hero Andre Gray as the attacking 
spearhead, was a surprise. 

Only 297 faithful Hatters made the 200-mile 
journey to the north west to see their side off 
for the summer back in April but after their 
notable pre-season exploits Town had brought 
an orange and white army to the seaside this 
time around. 

Four months ago Southport took the lead 
and eventually succumbed to the Hatters’ 
low-key end of season celebrations but they 
looked lively from the get-go in this one. 

New signing Danny Hattersley should have 
done better with an almost free eighth-min¬ 
ute header while Chris Almond looked a 
threat to unorthodox right-back lonathan 
Smith. 

For Luton, Shaun Whalley, who started in 
the Sandgrounders’ loss to Town in April 
before signing at Kenilworth Road along with 
centre-back Andy Parry in lune, drifted over a

thoughtful 11th minute cross but it was just 
too high for the stretching Cullen. 

The relatively even contest was then blown 
wide open by a spot of fortune. 

Milligan, another new Southport recruit, 
tried his hand from a 23rd minute 25-yard 
free-kick and to Luton’s horror it ricocheted 
off their defensive wall and looped over a 
helpless Mark Tyler. 

A slice of luck to christen the 2013/4 season 
for the home side but not totally undeserved. 

Town’s lethargic reply kicked in just after 
the half hour with their first two corners 
resulting in very little. The unsightly manner 
of Town’s deficit led Still to send Gray out for a 
meaningful warm-up. 

A wild Solomon Taiwo challenge typified the 
state of Town’s erratic first-half display. Still’s 
initial defensive approach soon resorted to 


conventional 4-4-2 as lake Howells made way 
for Gray at the interval. 

The 22-year-old scored a winning brace in 
April and similar heroics would be needed to 
turn this fiery affair around. But he Hatters’ 
goal disadvantage was soon to become a 
numerical one as well. 

McNulty’s clumsy leap when challenging 
for a corner in the Sandgrounders’ box led 
referee Chris Kavanagh to issue the former 
Liverpool academy player with a straight red 
card to further hamper Luton’s slim chances 
of salvaging a result. 

With a third flare of the afternoon thrown 
on to the pitch for good measure, Luton’s first 
day plans were well and truly going up in 
smoke. Town’s ten rallied on and with 15 min¬ 
utes to go they thought they had forged an 
unlikely reprieve. 

Gray burst through in the right channel of 
the area and was hacked down by centre-back 
Luke George, who avoided the same fate as 
the unfortunate McNulty. 

However, it went from momentary delight 
to despair as the returning Whalley had his 
penalty saved by Danny Hurst. 

A melee ensued but the home side stood as 
firm as a stick of Southport seaside rock. 

Luton’s luck was out and they knew it. The 
hosts could have doubled their tally late on 
through substitute Yamen Osawe but by then 
the game was up. 

A third successive opening day without a 
victory will frustrate the Hatters but the 
alarm bells should not be ringing after this. 

A reaction at home to Salisbury on Tuesday 
night will establish the resiliency of Still’s 
newly assembled Town.

LUTON Town manager 
John Still was left baffled 
after his side's opening day 
1-0 Skrill Premier defeat to 
Southport at Haig Avenue 
yesterday, but vowed he 
would not be fazed by the 
shock early season loss. 

Jamie Milligan’s 23rd 
minute deflected free-kick 
was the difference in an 
entertaining and fiery 
clash that saw Steve 
McNulty sent off just after 
the hour with the hosts 
eventually clinging on to 
their well-deserved win. 

The Hatters, who also saw 
Shaun Whalley’s penalty 
saved, were without first- 
team regulars Ronnie 
Henry and Ion Shaw- while 
last season’s top scorer 
Andre Gray spent the open¬ 
ing half on the sidelines - 
but Still believes his side’s 
lack of intensity was the 
main benefactor of their 


demise. “It was a fully 
deserved and fair result for 
them,” said Still. “They 
played to their strengths 
much more than we did. 

“We never got ourselves 
going as we did in pre-sea- 
son. As I have stressed 
before though, pre-season 
can only show you how fit 
and organised you are. 

“As the manager I should 
know why we have not suc¬ 
ceeded but I do not.

“It was a bit of an Arsene 
Wenger moment for me 
really,” said Still. 


“However, I did ask on 
the bench and no one saw it 
so we are unsure. 

“When Steve came off he 
did not say anything but 
there was an incident 
before that where I felt he 
could have walked away so 
I will speak to him after.” 

With only one game gone 
and 45 to go, Still is cer¬ 
tainly not getting anxious 
about the season ahead. 

“I will remind people 
what their responsibilities 
are and it will be business 
as usual again,” he said. 

“We could not control the 
‘uncontrollables’ today. “A 
lot of things went their way 
although we obviously did 
not play well. 

“I thought their man 
should have been sent off 
when he took down Andre 
for our penalty but he only 
got a yellow so these things 
happen.
